shirt when the whole evidence was to 
the effect that Taylor wore* very dark 
sliirt. 


"Taylor, thinking that his life was in 


danger, for lie saw another Armenian 
coming to help the man who was trying 
to beat out his brains with a board, 
prepared to kill Bederosian should it be 
necessary. 
The pistol was tired a lit- 


tle- prematurely, but the fact remains 
that, Taylor's life was in great danger." 


The jury was urged not to listen too 


attentively to the words of Frank Short, 
who "as a hired prosecutor can say 
things that it would not be considered 
ethical for the district attorney to say." 


Burns then pictured the Armenian race 


as a down trodden race. For centuries 
Armenian lives have been sought for. 
"They are today a race of deceivers, for 
it is their nature.' "They are a sordid 
people, j:ot to be trusted/' said he. 


Then Burns said that. Bcdcrosian was 


alone in the world. He had no family 
:in,l no one suffered by his taking away. 
'"\Yhat then is the difference if he died 
now or after while. It matters not to 
you or his country. The world is better 
olf without him."

In consideration of the above being 


granted, we would further recommend 
that Mariposa street be allowed to re- 
main closed to surface traffic as it has 
been in the past. In the event of the 
railroad company refusing to take fa 
vorable action in this mutter, would re 
quest the city trustees ta^at once take 
steps to condemn a right of way across 
the reservation at Mariposa street, al- 
so having gates on this as well as the 
other crossings above mentioned main- 
tained at the railroad company's ex- 
pense.

?l;gible to take part in the games must 
lavs been under contract not later than 
August 31ft; the posting of a forfeit 
of $10.000 by the owners of thc partic- 
ipating clubs for a faithful carrving 
out of the rules and provisions of "the 
series, and thc fixin« of the salaries 
of the umpires at $400 each for thc 
scries. 
It also was decided that the 


world's championship pennant should 
je raised in the presence of thc national 
commission on a date to be agreed upon, 
this to be after thc opening of the 
championship season of 1906. 


In the matter of field rules it was 


lecidcd that no spectators should be al- 
owed nearer than 235 feet from thc 
lome base in right and left fields, or 
275 feet in center field at these games, 
nor withing less than twenty-five feet of 
he foul lines in' any portion of the 
field.
